'The following words also 
appear on the face: “This bill entitles 
the bearer to receive five Spanish 
milled dollars, or the value thereof In 
gold or silver, according to a resolution 
of Congress, passed at Philadelphia, 
Feb IT, 1776.” 

No traveler down the Ohio River fails 
to notice the striking difference pre¬ 
sented by life and industry on the north 
and south side—the evidences of 
grov.-th and progress and careful hus¬ 
bandry on the one side contrasting with 
those of stagnation and thriftlessness 
too often to be observed on the other. 
And this is little less true of the pres¬ 
ent than of slavery time. Nevertheless, 
Kentucky appears by the census to 
have grown in population at a higher 
rate during the last decade than Ohio. 

The report cf the treasurer of the 
T'nited States shows that the coin of 
the realm that is most extenslvel.v 
counterfeited nowadays Is the copper 
Veent piece. During the year there 


wert detected and destroyed at the 
offices of the treasury $11,146 in coun¬ 
terfeit siiver coins, notes and certifi¬ 
cates, 3,277 5-ceiit pieces and 121,652 
1-cent pieces, and the number of spuri¬ 
ous minor coins in circulation is r.tpidly 
on the Increase. Counterfeit gold coins 
are rare, only thirteen having been pre¬ 
sented at the treasury during the year. 

Two wireless telegraph instruments, 
said to be the most powerful ever 
made, are to be shipped from New 
York to Japan. They were made es¬ 
pecially for Japan and will be installed 
on two of the fastest J apanese cruisers. 
It is expected that they will be able 
to transmit messages at least 125 miles. 
They were made in the nature of an 
experiment and were constructed ac¬ 
cording to the Marconi system. The 
new instruments develop an energy of 
about 2,000,000 volts; the induction 
coils contain over 125 miles of copper 
wire and weigh 1.500 pounds. 

HOW GOOD TEA IS BREWED. 

Sesidenta at Tndia Have Kednced the 
Art to a Nicety. 

Although the statement may be a bit 
strange, it is a fact that the State De- 
itartment has an official document giv¬ 
ing to the people of the United States 
directions how to make te.a properly. 
The information is contained in a care¬ 
fully pret^ared consular report written 
by Consul Fox at Bombay. He says of 
the tea industry of India: 

"Tea is one of the staple products of 
India and is fa.st becoming.one of the 
principal articles of export to the Unl- 
ttHl States. During the past fifteen 
years the acreage in tea in India has 
iucreaseil 82 per cent and the quantity 
of production about 161 iwr I'ent, while 
the prices have beeti correspondingly 
reduciHl. These conditions have large¬ 
ly stimulate*! exportatiiui, ami India 
tea,” the consul says, “has captured 
new markets in the world’s consump¬ 
tion ami developiHl th*>se alreatly ac¬ 
quired as she could never otherwise 
have done. Her tea having fouml fa¬ 
vor, her problem of overproduction may 
be solved,” the consul says, "by the 
various causes that produced the con- 
ibtions. 

"It has been only of late years,” he 
says, “that the finer *iualities of India 
teas have found their way to America. 
The wealthy Chinese were early buy¬ 
ers, and a portion of the better quality 
was taken formerly by overland con¬ 
veyances by Russian merchants. The 
quality of the tea Is greatly affected by 
the manner of making it, ami I might 
say that it is impossible to make really . 
gootl tea with hard water, though the ^ 
excess of lime in the water may be 
corrected by the judicious ttse of ciir- 
bonate of soda. In the proper making 
or infusing of tea the object is to ex¬ 
tract as much of the theine—the active 
principle and aromatic oil—which gives 
the aroma, and ns little as possible of 
the tannin, whi<‘h gives tea its astrln- 
gency. This stnuns best accompllshe*! 
by not boiling the tea, but by pouring 
boiling water on it and allowing it to 
infuse but a few moments. In some 
phices in the Bast ten is made In the 
cup. The proiter quantity of leaves are 
plai-ed in the cup, boiling water poure<l 
over them and the cup coveriHl for a 
short time with the saucer. 'To prevent 
the Umvt's from vising to the surface a 
perforated bit of silver or silver filigree 
work is placeil over them.”

TRAVEL OF DOUBTFUL VALUE. 

Save for the Study of Laniciiagea a Trip 
to Europe Is Not Advisable. 

In a series of papers on tlie education 
of cliildren Florence Hull Wiuterburn 
writes as follows in the Woman’s Homo 
Companion upon the benefits of travel; 

“It Is quite doubtful whether childi-en 
get much pernianent benefit from trips 
to Europe. I'or the purim-se of learning 
modern liinguages resideuee abroad for 
a few years between the ages of 8 and 
12 is of great advantage. But other- 
wl:j(' these tours are rather detriineiital 
than useful. To •si'c many things which 
we cannot inulerstauii, and have no 
pre.sent desire to umlerstand, briags 
about a habit of Indifference to what Is 
sirauge. The youthful tourist often 
shows tills In his face. He Is bla.so with 
wonders. He has begun at the wrong 
end, and it Is doubtful if he can ever 
get back the freshness, the enthusiastic 
curiosity which has ln'cn quenched. 

“All this Is unnatural. 'The young are 
eager t'xplorers when they are journey¬ 
ing toward what has interest for them. 
But tlielr syiii|>alliles are more with the 
present, with the near-liy. For this rea¬ 
son we should be ruled by the axiom of 
our greati'st modern philosopher, and 
‘proceed from the known to the un¬ 
known.’ I’anilllarlzc a child early w’lth 
his siirroundings, and so prepare him 
gradually for exteuded joumeylngs. 
Show him all the lnteri>stlng features of 
Ills native plaee, the linnuts which 
strangers come to six', and which pos¬ 
sibly you liiivo never taken the trouble 
to visit. How often have I heard eliler- 
ly men ami women say that tliey al¬ 
ways meant to go to six' such a place, 
within easy access of their homes, but 
linven'l got there yet!

One cf the latest writings of the late 
C’larlcs Piullcy Vt'arucr was an essay 
for The Century, entitled "The Pursuit 
cf Ilappii'css.” 

Perhaps tlie mo.st curious aud Inter¬ 
esting libr.asc ever put into a public 
clocu'.uei'.t is "the pursuit of happiness.” 
It is ileclared to lie an inalienable 
right. It cannot 'oe sold. It cannot be 
given away. It is doubtful if It could 
be left hy will. 

The right of every man to bo 6 feet 
high atul of every woman to be 5 feet 4 
was regarded as self evident until wo¬ 
men asserted tlieir undoubted right to 
be G feet high also, when some confu¬ 
sion was introduced into this interpre¬ 
tation of this rhetorical fragment of 
the eighti'enth century. 

But the inaiien.ahle right to the pur¬ 
suit of happiness lias never lieen ques¬ 
tioned since it was proclaimed as a 
new gospel for the new world. The 
•tmerican [leople aci'epted it with en- 
thnsiasni. as if it had been the discov¬ 
ery of a .gold pros;;eetor, and started 
out in the pursuit as if the devil were 
after them. 

If the pi’oc'amation land been that 
h.appiness i.s a common ri.gbt of the 
race, alienable or otherwise; that all 
men are or may be Iniiipy. hislory and
